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GROUND  BREAKING  FOR  GOPPERT  THEATRE/BORSERINE  NURSE 
EDUCATION  CENTER  SCHEDULED  FOR  LATE  FALL 


A ground  breaking  ceremony  will  be  held  in  late  fall 
for  the  newest  edition  to  the  Avila  Campus.  The  new 
facility  will  house  the  Goppert  Theater  with  seating 
capacity  for  500  people,  and  will  be  used  for  all  pro- 
ductions of  the  speech  and  theater  department  of 
the  college.  It  will  also  be  used  as  an  auditorium  for 
the  school  for  meetings,  guest  speakers  and  other 
official  campus  functions.  The  Goppert  Theater  por- 
tion of  the  building  will  house  the  offices  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  speech  and  theatre  department,  and  will 
also  house  the  Music  Department,  with  offices,  prac- 
tice rooms  and  other  facilities. 


The  Borserine  Nurse  Education  Center  part  of  this 
dual  facility  will  house  all  nursing  education  class- 
rooms, laboratories,  faculty  offices  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Nursing. 

Occupancy  of  the  new  building  is  anticipated  for 
January,  1974.  The  following  grants  received  by  the 
college  have  made  the  start  of  this  construction  work 
possible.  Title  I — HEFA  Construction  Grant  for 
$274,240;  and  the  Nursing  Construction  Grant  for 
$402,911.  An  additional  pledge  of  $130,000  by  the 
Goppert  Foundation,  in  addition  to  their  original 
contribution  of  $300,000  is  to  be  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  Goppert  Theater  section  of  the  building.

Part  of  the  program  that  has  been  utilized  is  radio, 
television  and  newspaper  advertising,  and  in  conjunc-
